STRIKERS TO BE EXPELLED FROM 
INDIAN TERRITORY. 


A Protest Against This Sent to the 
Secretary of the Interior by 
the President of the United 

Mine Workers. 


John Mitchell, National President of the 

United Mine Workers of America, James 

Boston and Attorney E. G. Harley, repre- 

senting the same organization. held a con- 
| ference at the Planters’ Hotel Monday re- 
garding the big miner’s strike now on in 
Arkansas and Indian Territory. 

Attorney Harley presented the facts 
showing the mine operators are making a 
determined effort to have the, union miners 
‘expelled from the territory. A‘ding the cOal 
‘companies, ‘he says, are the Government au- 
| thorities. He declared that the Indian In- 
spector had used every means in his power 
to humiliate organized labor. 

There are 2400 un‘on miners with their 
families located in the Territory. 

The strike hag been on since last March. 
The miners demanded that they be paid 
semi-monthly, and accordingly to the 
weight of the coal mined instead of by the 
‘screening system.” They further request- 
ed recognition of the national organization. 

The coal companies which are controlled 
by the Choctaw, Omaha, & Gulf, the Mis- 
souri, Kansas & Texas, and the Missouri 
Pacific railroads, emphatically declined to 
treat with the miners, or grant them a 
single concession. The miners met with a 
similar rebuff in Arkana, where over 4000 
men are now idle. | BS

LESS SCHOOLING FOR BOYS. 


BELIEVES IN GIVING PRACTICAL 
LESSONS OF LIFE. 


Railway Magnate Huntington Thinks 
“a Mistake Is Made in Thrusting 
| Much Education on the 
Masses. 


Epecial to the Post-Dispatch. 

SAN FRANCISCO, Cal., May 15.—Collis 
P. Huntington’s tenth annual banyuet to 
officials of the Southern and Central Pa- 
cific railway campanies took place at the 
Huntington residence, this city. In his 
speech ‘Mr. Huntington declared that the 
cause ef much of the distress in this coun- 
try was the over-education of the masses. 
Said he: 

“I regret one tendency in our: country, 
admirable as are her institutions, It is is 
almost heresy to gay it, but I do not mind 
taking responsibility. I refer to the in- 
crease of higher education for the masses, 

“The Anglo-Saxon has easily outstripped 


all his competitors in those tMings which 
make for the commercial growth and suc- 
cess of nations, because he has been above 
@ll other chings practical. While prepar- 
ations for professional life requires ad- 
vanced knowledge, it eeems to me that the 
vast majority of our young people spend 
top many of their vigorous years of youth 
insite school rooms and not enough in the 
practical work of life. 

“The years from 15 to 21 are immensely 
Vaiuable, for they are years of keen obser- 
vation, individualiiy and confidence. In 
many cases, quite too many, they are 
epent in cramming the mind with knowl- 
edge that it is not likely to help a young 
man in the work he is best ‘i'ted :o9. 

“How many young men with college edu- 
cations are standing about waiting for 
something that will never come because 
the work that lies nearest at hand is not 
to their liking? Somehow or other our 
schools teach young people how to taik, 
Dut do not teach ihem how ;» live. Peo- 
pie need little, but want mucu. 

“Sons of farmers are forsaking the fields 
because the cities are more attractive to 
them. Slowly, but surely, there is grow- 
ing up a sironger wall of caste, with 
good, honest Jabor on one side and friv- 
olous gentility onthe other. We seem to be 
fast outgrowing those things, which when 
our fathers lived, were called sterling qual- 
ities, but now are called follies, or work 
that gentlemen should not do, as though 
all honest work was not honorable work. 

“The young man of to-day has a field 
of action before him that is simply be- 
wildering. In San Francisco we stand op- 
posite the open door of the Orient, with all 
the vast possibilities of trade and com- 
méree implied therein. I do not see why 
we should be any more efraid of the China- 
man than the people of other countries 
a@re, and they will 'weicome him as a factor 
in their development. 

“The outcome in the Philippines, so far 
as control of them by the United Staies 
is concerned, is not doubtful. When we 
have once established peace there the next 
question will be how to maintain it. Fil- 
ipinos have shown us that ihey do not lack 
independence of spirit and courage. These 
are qualities which make good citizenship 
in a republic. Other qualities can ba cul- 
tivated, and, if the present generation 
ehould not prove susceptible to such edu- 
cation, the next one may be. 

“It will be our duty to give the Filipinos 
fair representation with respect to the es- 
tablishment of a government on those isl- 
ands. In the meantime, having ourselves 
obtained, through the exigency of circum- 
ctances, a foothold in the Orient, the 
American Republic must have a voice 
among the great nations which are set- 
tling the future of China. I believe we 
can, if we will, prevent the disintegration 
of that magnificent old empire, I believe 
it to be in the interest of the world that 
the unity of that empire be maintained. 
I believe her preservation and safety will 
depend n her commercial renovation, 
swinging her doors wide open to the com- 
merce of the world, equal rights to all. 
In such a policy we should be her ally. 

We want China to give us and to all 
commercial privileges which obtain in suc- 
cessful nations, and we ought to give her 
Fe 9 what is due her under the golden

SERVICES WERE HURRIED. 


Bishop Potter Presided and Gave Out 
a Letter That Cleafly Defines 
o His Position. 


NEW YORK, May 16.—No protest, no um- 
usual incident marred the reception of the 
Rev. Dr. Charles A. Briggs and the Rev. 
Charles H.. Snedeker, into the Protestant 
Episcopaj priesthood. 

When Bishop Potter came to the words 
in the ordination service, ‘‘but yet if there 
be any of you who knoweth any impedi- 
ment or notable crime,” and momentarily 
paused to give opportunity for any pro- 
test, a deep hush came upon the congregn- 
tion, and expectantly all waited. But no 
one came forward, and an instant later the 
Bishop’s voice rang out clear and strong, 
continuing the service, and the opportunity 
for protest had passed. No special prepar- 
ations for the ceremony had been made in 
the cathedral. Twelve lillies graced the al- 
tar, but beyond that the church was un- 
adorned. 

The ceremonies were very long, com- 
mencing at 10:30 o’clock and continuing un- 
til late in the afternoon. If anything, the 
services were hurried a little, and the gen- 
era] communion which followed the com- 
munion of the postulants or candidates 
tended to extend the time. 

Bishop Potter was asked what he had to 
say preliminary to the ceremonies. He, 
said that he had received a_ letter 
from a layman, protesting against the or- 
dination of Dr. Briggs, and as this letter 
was written under a misapprehension of 
the facts and law, he had answered it. 
He did not desire to give the name of the 
layman. 

Inasmuch as the letter he himself had 
written in answer to it was general in its 
nature, and set forth his position he pad 
nv objection to making it public. The letter 
is as follows: 


Diocesan House, Lafayette Place, 
May 10, 1899.—My Dear Sir: Your letter of the 
5th inst. is before me, and I have given the mat- 
ter to which it refers my best consideration. 

You exaggerate, however, my powers, and are, 
in regard to them, under considerable misappre- 
hension. In asking me to ‘refuse to ordain Rev. 
Dr. Briggs,’ to.take the responsibility of acting 
in the ease as it demands, and ‘‘to have the 
courage of my convictions,’’ you are apparently 
under the imjression that the matter is wholly 
Within my discretion. , Such is not the case. A 
Bishop’s powers are constitutional, not absolute. 
In the matter of ordi.«t?on he can only act when 
certain preliminary actin by others has been 
had, but when this is the c9se, and a candidate 
for orders stands at the threchold of the minis- 
try. the canons of ordination cC»clare that the 
Bishop ‘‘shall,’’ not ‘‘may,’’ then proceed to take 
order for the ordination of the person who has 
met the preliminary tests in the premises. 

All these tests have been applied in the «ase 
of the person to whom your letter refers, and I 
have received a certificate to that effect from the 
standing committee of the diocese. 

Under these circumstances, and unless some 
charge affecting the character of teaching of Rev. 
Dr. Briggs which was not covered by the testi- 
monial had been presented to me, I should not 
consider myself as having discretion to disregard 
the plain imperative of the canon. But nothing 
of the sort has been adduced. The book, the 
teachings of which have lately been challenged, 
has been for some time before the public, and the 
standing committee of the diocese has been con- 
vened since recent and particular attention has 
been called to it. It was, in my judgment, com- 
petent to that body, if it had seen fit to do so, 
to recall the certificate originally forwarded to me, 
on the ground that it had been signed under a 
misapprehension or with insufficient knowledge, 
but this it has not seen fit to do. I must, there-

do 80. 

I beg, however, that you will not suppose tbat 
I am seeking to escape from my personal: re- 
sponsibility in the matter of the ordination of 
Dr. Briggs by retiring behind the action of my 
constitutional advisers. I have not the slightest 
desire to do so. The outcry against the author of 
the ‘‘Introduction to the a of Holy Scrip- 
ture’’ is chiefly .to be deplored canse it betrays 
such a lamentable ignorance of the progress of 
sound learning and the ‘judgment of the best 
Christian scholars. One of. these, a _ Bishop, 
writes: ‘‘You may be interested to see that the 
old, staid Christian Knowledge Society repub- 
lished my little pamphlet on the Bible, which 
contains the same principles that are elaborated 
in your treatise. I am indignant at the misrep- 
resentations, or, we will hope, the misunder- 
standings, of some of your critics.. Have they, 
for the first time, come across the Interpretation 
of the speaking with tongues which harmonize 
that book with the epistle to the Corinthians? 
Have they never read Dean Plumptre’s article 
on the subject in Smith's Dictionary of the Bi- 
ble?’ In a word, the author of the ‘‘Introduction 
to the Study of Holy Seripture” has simply stated 
conclusions which the best learning and the most 
devout minds have accepted before him. 

I do not myself accept all of them, but that 
any of them denies or impugns any fundamental 
doctrine of the faith can only ‘shown by mu- 
tilations or perversions of what the anthor has 
said, which are as maliguant as they are unscru- 
pulous. 

I note the prediction with which you conclude— 
that Dr. Briggs’ advancement to the higher min- 
istry for which he has been recommended will pre- 
cipitate departures to the Church of Rome. This 
would indeed be unfortunate, for the author of 
the ‘‘Introduction to the Study of Holy Scripture,’’ 
holds letters from eminent Roman Catholic: schol- 
ars of foremost rank in institutions of learning of 
foremost dignity, expressing warmest appreciation 
of his contributions to the study of the Bible and 
intimating their purpose to make use of it in their 
classrooms. Here again it would seem that a some- 
what larger knowledge would be the safest guide 
to wise action. 

I need hardly add, after what I have written, 
that it is my intention to proceed, at the time 
appointed, to Dr. Briggs’ ordination.

NEW YORK, May 15.—In the church of 
St. John the Evangelist last night, the Rev. 
Dr. Benjamin F. Decosta spoke “The Guid- 
ance of the Holy Spirit’ in its bearings up- 
en the principles of the “High Criticism” as 
expounded by Dr. Briggs from the words 
“Ihe spirit of truth will guide you into 
all truth.’”’ 

‘The ehurch,” he said, ‘is not to stand 
still, but, age on age, rise to higher and 
fuller concsotion of the mind of Christ.

Noit‘»g ts more evi- 
dent from the New Testa. »™t than that 
persons who claim to be led by the spirit 
are called.to submit their claims to the 
church for examination and eriticism. It is 
that the candidaté ‘himself be 
persua of his call; the ehurch must be 
convinced. 

“Yet, with all the precautiqns, + bishops 
often lay hands suddenly on’ the wrong

Man- 
ifestly, the greatest danger exists in this 
direction and the spectacle of a bishop de- 
liberate crdaining men who deny plain 
statements of the baptismal office naturally 
fills the church with deep concern. ;

‘““Men demand authority in chemistry and 
astronomy and why not in theology? The 
world craves authority and if men cannot 
find it in the Episcopal church it still ex- 
ists close at hand. 

‘We have always depended upon an in- 
fallible Bible. he last papal encyclical 
7 (1893) holds clearly to the necessity of the 
church basing itself upon the infallible 
word. This thought is not*exclusively a 
Protestant thought. ret Protestantism 
needs it more than the Roman Church and 
in as much as the Protestant ecclesiastica! 
System is weaker than the Roman, so much 
the more does it need the supporting power 
of an infallible word.

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NO APPREHENSION OF PANIC IN 
THE STOCK MARKET. 


SLIGHT CHANGES IN PRICES, 


The Stability of Standard Securiiies 
Seem to Assure a High 
Level.

NEW YORK, May 15.—Speculation on the 
Stock Exchange to-day was expected to 
reflect more clearly to what extent public 
apprehension bad been excited by the death 
of the recognised leader in the street. Sat- 
urday’s market was of too brief duration 
to convey fully the probable course of stock 
values in the near future. During the in- 


terval over Sunday abundant opportunity 
was afforded for the substantial interests 
in the market to outline a programme which 
would inure to the stability of prices and 
preserve public confidence. While it was 
universally conceded that an immense 
amount of gilt-edge stocks and. bonds had 
to be sacrificed on Saturday to protect 
commitments in the specialties, it Wwas 
claimed that these seourities were ab- 
sorbed by investment buyers who are not 
influenced by the spasmodic onslaughts of 
the bears. 

The opening day was characterized by 
comparative dullness and prices favoring a 
high level. It seemed to be the policy of 
the reputed backers of the market to let 
it take its own course for the time, but 
stood ready to lend effective assistance in 
sustaining prices. Feverishness soon devel- 
oped, but the variations did not exceed a 
point except in the specialties, where realiz- 
ations and short sales at times made an 
jmpression on prices. The stability of the 
standard stocks excited favorable comment, 
and the opinion in the street appearen to 
be that the flurry was Over, e market 
falling into quietude after the opening,

GUT THE CITY GENERALLY WAS 
STILL ASLEEP. 


Bome Pertinent Stories of How Near 
the Ship Came to Being Turned 
Back at Cape Gir- 
ardeau. 


God speed the Nashvilie! 

The little cruiser weighed anchor and 
turned her nose downstream while Si. 
Louis still slept Monday morning. 

The city slept, but not the water front. 
Ebvery craft in the harbor that had steam 
up whistled a farewell to the ship. It was 
betweeen the dawn and daylight when she 
slipped away. St. Louis disliked to have 
that unseemly hour, 


for the city would fain have given a rous- 
ing good-by and said bon voyage unani- 


mously. 

But the Captain of a warship is above 
sentiment and sun-up must be his sailing 
time regardless of the fitness of the hour 
for other considerations.

‘PRIDE IN HIS SON OVERCAME 
JOHN L. DEFFNER. 


John L. Deffner of Belleville dropped 
dead Sunday morning in a church in the 
suburbs of Milwaukee.

HODGES OF ROSE HILL.

GUN ACCIDENTALLY FIRED. 


Boys Were Scuffiing and Playing Near 
Meramec Highlands When the 
Weapon Was Discharged. 


Admiral Hodges, the 19-year-old son of 
John Hodges of Rose Hill, was fatally shot 
Sunday afternoon by his second cousin, 
Engene Hogan, near Meramec Highlands. 

Hogan, his younger brether, Archie, and 
Hodges had been shooting in the woods dur- 
ing the day and were returning leisurely 
home. They were in a playful mood and 
were bantering each other for wrestling 
bouts. Hogan had the only gun in the 
crowd, a No. 12, single-barreled shotgun. 


Hodges had it in his possession and Hogan 
said he would take it from him. They closed 
in a scuffle and Hogan finally jerked the 
gun from“Nis playmate’s hand and stepped 
back several] feet : 

Hodges picked up a stone and said jlaugh- 
ingly that while Hogan had taken the gun 
away from him, he. would make him dance. 
They talked for several seconds, both in 
great merriment, ‘when Hogan accidentally 
pulled the trigger of the gun. The whole 
charge entered Foages’ head and he fell to 
the ground, lying {n a moment, Hogan was 
almost wild with grief. 

A Coroner’s jury was summoned and, 
after hearing evidence in the case and view- 
ing the body, hela4 Hogan for the grand 
jury. One of the jurors said that while there 
was no evidence of malice in the deed, it 
had appeared from the testimony that Ho- 
gan had not acted with proper care. It was 
claimed he made statements that were con- 
tradicted by his younger brother, Archie, 
who witnessed the shooting. 

Hodges was employed by the Terminal 
Railway Co. His father is an invalid and 
it is feared he will not survive the shock 
of his son’s death.

ENGINEER MENDHAM HURT. 


Blind Pony Jumped on the Track and 
Derailed a Freight Train, With 
Loss of Life and Damage. 


on the Missouri Pacific Railway, west 
bound, was wrecked just as it was passing 
out of the East tunnel at Garrett Station 
Sunday morning, shortly after 8 o'clock. 
Ed Green, fireman, was killed, and J. R. 
Mendham, engineer, and Thomas McCul- 
lough, brakeman, were injured, 

A pony on the track caused the wreck. 
The “Kirkwood pusher” is used to transfer 
cars between Valley Park and Kirkwood, 
and is so called because it pushes heavy 


trains up the steep grade near the latter 
place. t was taking 24 cars from the 
yards at Vallley Falls to Kirkwood Sunday 
morning and was going at good speed 
down the steep grade at the Hast tunnel 
at Garrett Station. There is a bank 

feet high on either side of the track at 
this point and on the south side Sidney 
Mantianey, the station agent, had turned 
out his blind pony to graze. As the engine 
came along the pony became frightened 
and fell oft the bank to the track and un- 
der the wheels of the engine, which had no 


The tender jumped the track. J. R. 
Mendham, the engineer, jumped, at the 
the fire- 
man, to do so. Green started, but was on 
the wraqng side to leap elear of the wreck. 
He waglcaugnt in the jam and went down 
beneath; the tons of wreckage. Fourteen 
of the #4 cars went into the ditch with 
the engine and tender, and all took fire and 
burned for hours. Green’s body burned in 
the wreck. 

The wrecking train from St. Louis ar- 
rived at 10 o’clock, but it was necessary 
to call for Fire Engine No. 22, from the 
Plum street station, to put out the blaze 
before anything could be done. Bad roads 
delayed its arrival till 1 o'clock, and in 
one place a road had to be built to get 
the steamer along. It was necessary, after 
it arrived, to buy up a farmer before he 
would alllew the use of water from the 
only available pond. The track was re- 
paired after several hours’ ‘work and trains 
began running as. usual. 

Ed Green, fireman, burned fn the wreck, 
was 31 years old. He lived in Kirkwood, 
where his widow and one child survive 
him. His body was not recovered. He 
had been with the railroad several years. 

The only eye-witnesses to the wreck 
were the station agent at Garrett Station, 
Mahaneg, and a farmer, Ed Matthews, 
who was passing at the time. They agree 
that the wreck was purely an accident and 
unavoidahie; that the pony under the 
wheels did it. The loss to property is fixed 
at $10,000. Everything in the fire was ut- 
terly destroyed. The injuries to Mendhan 
and McCullough were slight.
